To His Excellency, the Governor, ARTHUR C. MELLETTE: 

We herewith submit to you a report of our doings as railroad 
commissioners during our terms of office commencing May 1st, 
1889. We find it impossible from any record in the office to in- 
clude any thing of a prior date so as to cover the entire fiscal 
year. 

Wo selected as our secretary, J. L. Robinson, of Watertown, 
Dakota, and finding that the business of the commissioners could 
be much better transacted by a removal of the offii^e or headquar- 
ters to Watertown, where the secretary resided, and more conve- 
nient to a majority of the commissioners, we accordingly did so, 
Sec. 27, of our laws, authorizing us to hold our office at such place 
as we should determine. 

We have found some difficulty in harmonizing the different 
elements interested in the transportation and grain business, but 
believe we have in a measure at least succeeded; giving the people 
on the one hand, the railroad companies on the other, to fully 
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understand that each should be preserved in the rights and privi- 
leges and the law executed fairly, justly and promptly so far as it 
was within our power, and we are glad to report to you that at least 
within the limits of South Dakota not one unadjusted and unset- 
tled case is upon our books that has been in the office long enough 
to be settled in the ordinary course of business. 

We have kept complete minutes of our meetings, orders and 
business generally with a duplicate of all vouchers for expenses, a 
full synopsis of which we submit herewith.

The history of railroad building in the territory is somewhat 

interesting. A great amount of railroad building was done before 

the establishment of the railroad commission. Since that time the 

reports show the following mileage:

Railroad building was retarded the past year from many 
causes. 1st. The settled portion of Dakota was reasonably well 
supplied with railroad facilities. In South Dakota the Great Sioux 
reservation stretched from north to south the entire breadth of the 
state, standing as a stone wall 200 miles wide. Railroads had built 
to it and stopped perforce of circumstances. 

Immigration was blocked by reason of the great barrier spoken 
of. Crops were not so good as heretofore; projected lines were 
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permitted to slumber; railroads already graded or partially so were 
not completed and ironed. The road from Aberdeen to Bismarck, 
nearly all graded, remained in the incompleted state, notwithstand- 
ing the prediction made by some that cars would be run over the 
line from Bismarck to Boston. The grade from Bowdle to Forest- 
burg remains unironed. A few surveys were made by the people 
and some right of way obtained as an inducement to the railroads 
to take hold of them, but the inducements were not sufficient 
Surveys were made from Bapid City, in the Black Hills, to the 
Northern Pacific, at Mandan. Taxes were voted in aid of local 
enterprises, but it seemed hard work to infuse real life into any new 
enterprises. 

The Midland Pacific, from Sioux Falls, west, in connection 
with the South Sioux Falls & Bapid Transit Company, seems to be 
about the only new railroad enterprise of magnitude inaugurated 
that has actual life. The Deadwood Central and Watertown & 
Lake Kampeska have each built short lines, but are not extending 
them. They are only local enterprises. But we confidently expect 
that with the opening of the reservation and the influx of a new and 
strong tide of immigration that the railroad building will take a new 
life, and that the next two years will see a very large addition to our 
mileage. But there is more than merely immigration; more than 
merely the question of whether the projected railroad runs through 
a good country or not that effects the question of its building. The 
railroad business has grown to such mammoth proportions, involv- 
ing as it does do many, many millions of dollars and affecting 
^ every interest in the United States; the cost of building having 
materially changed and supervisory control by states, and the 
United States, having become part of the recognized law of the land, 
and to properly and equitably adjust the old order of thiogs to the 
new, is perhaps the most momentous question that is before the 
American people. Capital should not be confiscated. The rights 
of the laborer must be preserved, and labor is the largest element 
that enters into the operation of a railroad. The shipper and pro- 
ducer must be protected at such rates that will not amount to an 
embargo upon moving the products of the country so as to leave a 
reasonable compensation for labor and capital involved. In the 
efforts by some states to solve the question, serious differences 
amounting to open hostility between the conflicting interests have 
arisen. We believe there is a golden mean of equity to all that 
may be reached. The right to control includes the right to judge; 
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but harsh judgment is tyranny and always abhorred by a liberty 
loving people. But justice and equity command respect and en- 
forces obedience. The Dakotas have become two grand young 
states. All the states around her have railroad commissions; the 
United States has its interstate commission. Above all things to 
protect her interests Dakota should have hers. North Dakota has 
incorporated it in her constitution; South Dakota should preserve 
hers by the most careful and painstaking legislation, enlarging the 
powers of the commission, strengthening the law and establishing 
beyond question the motto, "Equal and exact justice to all." Give 
the railroads fully and fairly to understand that we hold the reins 
of government, but that the power shall be exercised with a due 
regard to their rights. 
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CASUALTIES. 



We are glad to note that with over 4,000 miles of railway in 
North and South Dakota that there has been only eighteen fatal 
casualties, and that none were passengers and only nine employes. 
The life of an employe, however, is just as important as a passen- 
senger, but the fact that no passengers were killed shows how faith- 
fully the employes have done their work, and while no doubt ac- 
cidents to employes are often the result of their own carelessness 
by reason of becoming used to danger, yet we cannot but believe 
that the question of the use of air-brakes, thus preventing brake- 
men from the necessity of running from car to car in the dark, 
rainy, snowy and sleety weather, and also the use of improved 
couplers is not receiving the attention from the railroads that the 
necessities of the case demand, and we recommend that an amend- 
ment to our law be made authorizing the railroad commission to 
investigate this question, with authority to make such order as to 
the use of air-brakes and improved couplers, after due notice of 
not less than three months to the railroad companies for time to 
make the changes ordered, as in the wisdom of the railroad com- 
missioners they may deem best to the interest and welfare of all. 

The Milwaukee and Northern Pacific alone report as injured 
in Dakota of their own employes, ninety-six, thirty-five of whom 
the cause stated is coupling cars. The injury of one hundred and 
fifty men a year of the honest toiling portion of our citizens is of 
too much importance to escape the most serious and wise attention 
at the command of our legislature. It is not alone a matter of life 
and injury to person. We believe it is also a matter of economy. 

A study of the statistics in other states is much more serious 
than our own, there being but few fast trains and a much less 
number of trains here than on roads further east. The railroad 
commissioner's report from Iowa in 1888 show 180 killed and 723 
injured; of Minnesota, 124 killed and 552 injured. 

The ratio as to passengers and employes showing something 
of the same state of affairs as in Dakota. The list since 1878 in 
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Iowa show 159 persons killed and 1,339 injured from coupling cars 
alone. Out of 844 train men employed on the roads in Dakota — 
exclusive of the Manitoba system, which is not reported — 122 re- 
ceived serious injuries in accidents last year, nine of which proved 
fatal. 

The preservation of passengers is all important, but the error 
is common that the serious nature of the accident is relieved, be- 
cause only railway employes were killed or injured. Common jus- 
tice demands the preservation of these as much as any if within 
our power.

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ROAD BED AND TRACK. 

The commissioners are pleased to report that the roadbed and 
track of the several railroads in this territory are in excellent con- 
dition and we believe that proper care is given this very important 
part of the roads by the companies. The total number of track 
sections in Dakota are five hundred eighty, averaging in length six 
miles; on each of these there are from two to seven men employed. 

There has been during the year miles of new steel rails 

laid in the place of old and new ties have been put in. 

Steel rails last in track an average of ten years. Iron rails seven 
years. Ties seven years. 

FREIGHT AND PASSENGER RATES. 

We have felt that amidst the poor crops and light traffic on 
railroads that there was not a great deal that could be done as to 
the question of rates, either passenger or freight. We have, how- 
ever, insisted on the right to the use of mileage tickets in the Black 
Hills, and think a further modification should be made and mileage 
books used there on the same basis they are in other portions of the 
state and Nebraska. The freight charges have also been consider- 
ably reduced to Black Hills points and to a number of places where 
they were inequitable and unjust in eastern Dakota. 

One important subject that has engaged the attention of the 
commission is the question of wholesaling rates out of Sioux Falls, 
Aberdeen and other points. The Milwaukee people have conceded 
this to Sioux Falls and Aberdeen, and we have no doubt the other 
roads will do likewise. Thus giving us the same advantage pos- 
sessed by St. Paul, Sioux City, Omaha and like points: we think 
this is a desirable concession and one of importance to the State. 

FUEL AND FEED FOR THE DESTITUTE. 

The extent of country in the state that needed outside aid 
on account of loss of crops was small, confined to Miner, Faulk and 
portions of adjoining counties. It was estimated that a district 
about equal to three counties would seriously suffer unless held 
was accorded them. 

Tour commission was requested to do what we could, and in 
conjunction with a committee appointed by county commissioners 
in the dry districts, visited Chicago, and met the general freight 
agents of the Chicago & Northwestern and the Milwaukee & St Paul 
and found them very willing and ready to lend a helping hand; the 
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Northwestern hauling coal for the absolutely needy free of freight, 
and others not entirely destitute at half rate. 

The Milwaukee, in lieu of reduced rates, made a contribution 
of five thousand dollars worth of coal; each company assuring your 
commission and the committee that they were very willing to bear 
their just share of the contribution necessary to aid the suffering 
through the winter. 

LACK OP CARS. 

There is no one thing in the transportation question which 
gives more trouble, both to the railroad companies and to the ship- 
pers, than the enormous demand for cars at certain seasons of the 
year. The commission have had many complaints from various 
localities, and upon investigation we found that, in most cases, the 
railway companies were willing to do all in their power to furnish 
the cars, but that, in some cases, they were utterly unable to render 
the service demanded. There are various causes which tend to pro- 
duce this scarcity of cars, and the fault often lies with both the 
railroads and the public, but we believe that generally a little 
patience both on the part of the shippers and the companies will 
operate to the advantage of both. A reference to the synopsis of 
the complaints will show that the commission has insisted that cars 
must be furnished without discrimination. 
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THE WAREHOUSES. 



Although the law provides that warehouse licenses shall expire 
August 31, in each year, the greater number of houses have in for- 
mer years procured their licenses in the months of November and 
December. This fact and the further circumstance that most of 
the grain houses of Dakota have abandoned the practice of accept- 
ing grain for storage for compensation prior to November 4th^ this 
Commission had issued but two warehouse licenses. 

The following circular letter was at its date mailed to every 
grain warehouse in the territory: 

Watertown, South Dakota, Aug. 31, 1889. 
To the Grain and Warehousemen of Dakota : 

Your attention is called to Sec. 17 of the Warehouse Law, providing for the 
publication in some newspaper in the city or village where you are doing busi- 
ness, of a table or schedule of rates you will charge for storage on grain. 

Please comply at once with this section, and if publication is not made the 
first week in September, do so as soon as possible thereafter, and transmit copy 
of notice eo published, and copy of warehouse receipt or tickets therewith with 
schedule of charges thereon, to file in this office for inspection and approval 
and you will be notified by this office whether schedule of charges is approved 
or not. 

We also call your attention to the law requiring a license and bond. Sec- 
tions 5 and 6, and also to the penalty in case of non-compliance, as provided by 
Section 7. 

We also notify you that no change has been made in the grades of last 
year, either in this territory or the state of Minnesota. And if you are not 
provided with a schedule of grades of grain, the commission will, on applica- 
tion, furnish you with the same. 

Section 15 provides that you must procure from the commiasison, and keep 
in a conspicuous place in your warehouse, samples of existing grades of grain. 
If you are not fully supplied with samples, notify us at once and we will fur> 
nish them. 

The expense of these samples to the warehousemen will be $1.50 per set of 
wheat samples, and $1.00 per set for all other kinds of grain. 

The license fee is $1.00 for each warehouse. — See Sec. 6.

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COMPLAINTS. 



Since the organization of the present board on May 1st, last, 
and during the period ending Nov. 4th, twenty-three complaints 
were lodged with this commission by citizens of the Territory re- 
lating to grievances against railroads, each of which received the 
prompt and careful attention of the board, the greater number of 
which were adjusted to the entire satisfaction of complainants. A 
detailed statement of each of these cases is offered. A large 
number of these complaints grew out of the refusal or inability 
of railroad companies to furnish cars to track shippers. The rail- 
roads with one or two exceptions have manifested a disposition to 
do everything' in their power to supply all demands without dis- 
crimination or distinction. This subject led to extended corres- 
pondence and ultimately to the necessity for a peremptory order 
against one company that a strict compliance with the law be made 

Information was filed with this board by Hon. H. L. Loucke, 
president of the Farmers' Alliance, that the Northern Pacific was 
demanding a demurrage deposit in advance before furnishing cars 
to track shippers. The commission undertook an investigation of 
this charge and the following correspondence ensued: 

Watertown, Oct. 9, 1889. 
J, A, Wise, Esq., Steele, No. Dakota: 

Dear Sib: Hon. H. L. Loucks informs this board that the Northern 
Pacific Bailway requires yon to deposit a $10 forfeit or demurraure before fur- 
nishing you cars for track shipping and that you are then frequently disap- 
pointed in securing the cars. 

If the railroad is demanding from you any requirements for which there is 
no warrant in Sec. 5 and 7 of the enclosed law, please furnish us with particu- 
lars, dates, etc., and the Board will take such action as will insure you satisfac- 
tory service hereafter. • By the Board,

Hon. T F. Oakes. Oen. Id"rCg'r, St. Paul: 

Dear' Sib: Hon. H. L. Loucks, president of the Farmers* Alliance of Da- 
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kota, lays information before this board that your company **Now make us 
farmers put up ten dollars demurrage before we can get a car (for track ship- 
ping) and til en disappoint us.'' If the above is the practice of your company, 
it certainly is without warrant in the law and we trust that it is only necessary 
to call your attention to it to secure an abatement of the discrimination com- 
plained of. 

For particulars in^above matters, enquire of your agent at Steele, N. Dak.

To this Manager Mellen for Mr. Oakes replied as follows: 

St. Paul, Minn., October 11, 1889. 
J, L. Robinson, Esq., Secretary Board of Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
aioners, Watertown, Dakota : 

Dear Sib: — I have yours of October 9th, addressed to Mr. T. F. Oakes, 
president, and wilifsay in reply that there was some time ago a circular issued 
from our traffiC|department, regulating the distribution of cars, but not restrict- 
ing the loading by farmers, on track, when they so desired. Under this circular 
we have been in the habit of securing the company against the detention of the 
car, by asking track^hippers to deposit $10, to be retained by the company 
only (at the rate of^$5 per day), in case of delay in loading after the usual time 
had expired. Will say, however, that this circular has been recently modified, 
reducing the amount to $5. 

I do not think the law has any bearing upon this practice. Of course you 
understand we desire to obey the law fully, but I think the company is author- 
ized to protect itself and its shippers from the flagrant abuse of cars, which 
has constantly occurred in the past, through parties ordering cars for track 
loading, and thenHwaiting anywhere from three to five or six days before load- 
ing the car, thus depriving other shippers of the use of the car. Tou under- 
stand this money is refunded if the car is not delayed. 

It is an unfortunate fact that large movements of grain always come sud- 
denly and at such times it is impossible for any railway to supply all shippers 
with oars promptly. Delay in loading or unloading aggravates the situation, 
and all a railway company seeks to do by its rules and regulations is to protect 
itself and its shippers.from men who order cars for track delivery and detain 
them an unreasonable length of time, thus working an injury upon some other 
shipper who could load the car promptly, and if no restrictions were placed 
upon shippers to ensure^rain being loaded with promptness the result would 
be utter inability ^to keep the grain moving. 

We have no rule in effect which we think in any way confiicts with the 
law, at least we do not intend to have any such, and if we are wrong, we would 
like to be set right.

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To this letter the board responded with the following: 

Watertown, October 15, 1889. 
Hon. Wm. S, Mellen, General Manager, St Paul: 

Dear Sib: — Yours of the 11th relating to demurrage at hand. In reply 
will say that in our judgment a rule that imposes on the farmer shipper a de- 
posit before cars are furnished him, when such a deposit is not required of the 
elevator man is such a discrimination against the farmer as is forbidden by 
Section 5 of the law. 

We recogLxize the justice of permitting the company to make all necessary 
regulations to protect itself from abuse, but think such regulations should be 
general in their application and that no distinction should be made. 

However, the thing especially complained of is the failure to furnish cars 
at all, and we trust that hereafter when you are unable to supply all the re- 
quests for cars that such distribution of such cars as are furnished will be 
made as is contemplated by Section 7 of the law.

To this Mr. Mellen made the following reply: 

St. Paul, Minn., October 17, 1889. 
J, L, Robinson, Esq, Secretary Dakota Railway and Warehouse Commission, 

Watertown, S. D. 

My Deab Sib: I have your kind letter of Oct. 15th, and of course you 
understand this company is desirous of obeying the law, and is also desirous 
of treating all shippers fairly. 

I believe the company has a perfectly legal right to demand a deposit to 
save itself from unreasonable and extraordinary delay to its cars, from parties 
who are transient shippers or parties whose responsibility is unknown. The 
reason why this has not been demanded of the elevator companies, is because 
they are responsible parties who can he reached, having warehouses on the 
line, and working under regular business methods, entirely different from an 
occasional shipper who brings a carload of freight to a station, and whom you 
may not see again for another year. We have never made any rules of this 
kind with the intention of doing injustice to any class of shippers, especially to 
the small shippers, whom we are glad to have receive every opportunity to do his 
biiBiness,but the facts are that the elevator companies are compelled by us to keep 
their elevators open all the year round, while the occasional shipper, who has 
no warehouse, but loads direct to the car, comes in the market when there is 
a profit to be made, but as soon as business drops off and there is not enough 
margin to make it pay to handle it profitably, he is out of the market, and the 
result would be, if it were not for the elevators, there would be no reliable and 
constant market. 

It is a fact that cars loaded on the track are, as a rule, badly delayed, and 
it is a further fact, that every delay to a car caused in this manner, inflicts an 
injustice upon some other shipper who wants the car. I am frank in saying 
that we are very much opposed to track loading, because, when a rush of busi- 
ness comes, and grain usually moves with a rush, and only for a limited season

of the year, if any large portion of the shippers loaded in this way, th« result 
would be an absolute blockade of business. 

I believe that the elevator interests on the line of the Northern Pacific 
railroad are honestly managed. We desire to have them so managed, and if 
they were. not it would be easy to discover it and to punish the offenders. Tou 
Can readily understand it makes no difference to this company from what source 
it gets its shipments, whether from a man who owns an elevator, or a man who 
owns a grain crib, so that the business is handled without unreasonable delay, 
and without creating discrimination against other people who are ready to ship. 

I will gladly investigate any case of special hardship, and if anyone, in any 
individual instance, is not fairly treated, will see that matter is remedied 
promptly, and shall expect to hear from you whenever such cases come to your 
notice. You understand we have a great many agents and a great many 
shippers. Yours very truly,

Dear Sir: Referring to yours Oct. 11 and Oct. 17, relating to track load- 
ing, we have to say that we have had this matter up with the St. P., M. & M., 
and have addressed them a letter, a copy of which we enclose, which states our 
views as to their circular of Oct. 9th, on this subject, which you have doubtless 
seen. We infer from your letter that your instructions to your agents are some- 
what similar to those of the M. & M.

This closed the correspondence with the Northern Pacific and 
no further complaint was lodged against that road. 

On the same subject the following correspondence with the St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba By. was had. 

Replying to several demands for cars for track shippers made 
by this board on said railway company send following with enclo- 
sure stated: 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 18, 1889. 
J, L. Robinson, Esq., Secy, Dak, Ry. Commrs. Watertown, Dak, 

Dear Sir: Replying to your telegram of the 14th, to Mr. A. L. Mohler, 
Gen'l Manager. 

I enclose you herewith copy of a circular under which we are working. 
Cars will be furnished as per the terms of this circular when it is possible to do 
so. Yours truly, 

C. W. Case, Gen'l Supt. 
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After carefully considerine: the regulations laid down in said 
circular the board addressed the following letter to said company: 

Watertown, Oct. 23, 1889. 
W. P. Clough, 2nd Vice Pres , and C. W. Case, GenH Supt St. P., M. & M. liy, 

Co,i Saint Paul, Minn.: 

Messrs.: We have your communicatioQ and telegrams relative to track 
loading. We have also carefully reviewed the circular of Oct. 9th, which Mr. 
Case kindly enclosed to us, relating to demurrage and side track loading. 

We have already enclosed to you a copy of our law, but herewith enclose 
another, especially marking Sec. 5. We do not think there is any possibility of 
placing two constructions on this section, and we think the terms laid down in 
your circular are a violation of the law in these particulars: 

1st. The language of the law is "Any person desirincr to ship grain.' 
Your Sec. 6 says '*It is only for the producer." This will not do. The law may- 
be good or bad; we have nothing to do with that. Its provisions are not con- 
fined to producers. 

2nd. Sec. 4 of your circular demand:) demurrage in advance from track 
shippers and does not make the same demands of warehouse men. While the 
law especially says you shall furnish cars and receive the grain without dis- 
crimination or distinction, and if the seocion means anything, it means you can 
make no demand of a track shipper you do not make of a warehouse man. 

3d. We think the terms of your circular are unfair and unreasonable in< 
this; that when the track shipper has signed your application for cars and ha& 
deposited his money, your section 7 orders your agent to first notify all the 
agents of the different elevators at that station that they may each one go to 
the track shipper and labor with him, in other words badger and pester him. 
They have no more to do with his business than he has with theirs. 

We admit the right of your company to instruct your agents that when 
cars are ordered by either warehouse men or track shippers and they do not 
commence loading within twenty-four hours after the car is placed in position, 
as required by section 5, that they shall forfeit their right to use the car unless 
they then advance the money for the time they will be allowed to keep the car 
under your regulations. If the wheat is in the car or partially in, you are safe 
on the demurrage without having it advanced. 

We must insist on a modification of this circular in accordance with this 
letter, and we must insist that no discrimination be made between track ship- 
pers and warehouse m<^n. If the law is wrong, the legislature is the body to 
appeal to. We must see to its enforcdment as we find it. 

We shall expect and exact a prompt compliance with the law as long as it 

is in force,and hope that you will cheerfully comply without rendering it nec- 

ssary for any further action by this commission.

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On October 24th, many complaints continuing to come in 
against said company, the Commission drafted the following per- 
emptory order, and addressed the same to the said company: 

Watkrtown, October 24, 1889. 
To the St, Pauly Minneapolis <Sb Manitoba Railroad Co.: 

Gents: The continued and increasing number of complaints against your 
company leads us to conclude that you are not inclined to obey the law relative 
to furnishing cars to track shippers, and now, therefore, haying duly con- 
sidered the law and the complaints, and your circular of October 9th, we 
hereby order that you furnish to track shippers of grain on your lines of road 
the regular proportionate share of cars, provided by Sec. 7, of the Bailroad and 
Warehouse £iaw of Dakota ; that you impose no penalties or demurrage on 
applicants for cars for side track loading other than those allowed by law. and 
fiuch as you impose and demand of warehouse and elevator men, using no 
discrimination or distinction whatever ; and that unless this order is fully com- 
plied with, the penalties provided by law will be enforced against you.

Dear Sir: — Enclosed I hand you certified copy of an order this day served 
on the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Bailway Company. If it is not 
atrictly complied with, we desire the penal action provided by law instituted 
against the company at once. We have evidence of the flagrant violation of 
this law in a large number of instances, and we propose to abolish the abuse if 
it is within the power of the law to do so. We will advise you fully.

Watebtown, October 25, 1889. 
Dear Sir : We have served a peremptory order on the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis & Manitoba Railway Company, enjoining a strict compliance with the 
law, and have notified the Attorney General that we would institute pena^ 
proceedings against the company if there was a further violation of the law* 
Please acquaint yourself with the full extent of your rights under the law. 
Make your demands for cars in proper form, precisely as the warehousemen 
demand their cars ; keep a memorandum and have reliable witnesses to your 
every act in the premises. You need not deposit money for demurrage in 
advance unleES the company also require the warehousemen to pay demurrage 
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in advance. Do these things, and if the cars are not then promptly furnished 
you — if you do not get your proportionate share of all cars furnished at your 
station — we will at once prosecute the railroad company to the extent of the 
law.

On receipt of the peremptory order the said railway company 

replied as follows: 

St. Paul, Minn., October 29, 1889. 
J, L, Robinson f Esq, Secretary Dakota Railroad Commisaiont Watertown: 

Dear Sir: — I beg to acknowledge receipt of the order of your commis- 
sion dated 24th inst., addressed to this company upon the subject of furnish- 
ing cars for track loading. 

The circular of which the order speaks, is similar to one which we are 
compelled to issue annually about October 1st, and to keep in force during that 
month and the two or three months succeeding. • 

The Manitoba company has the largest box car equipment, relatively to 
the amount of its traffic, of any railway company in this country, not except" 
ing the New York Central or Pennsylyania companies. Nevertheless, when the 
grain shipping season comes on each fall, this company is unable to fill one- 
third the orders for cars which are daily filed with it. As it is, the company is 
able to move to eastern terminals each day, nearly double the quantity of grain 
that can be received, unloaded and paid for when it gets there. The result is, 
that the side tracks at Minneapolis and Duluth during the season of heavy 
grain shipments, are constantly kept clogged with hundreds and thousands of 
cars of grain that the facilities at those points are unable to handle. This con- 
dition of things annually produces a shortage of cars for returning to the coun- 
try. An increase of the equipment would only make matters worse, instead of 
better, as the congestion at the terminals would only thereby be increased, and 
a complete blockade ensue, which would practically stop shipments altogether. 
The most the company can do, is to ensure as prompt a movement of its cars 
at both ends as is possible. For nine months in the year we have more cars by 
far than we need; consequently, cars can be furnished for loading on the track 
without serious detriment to any interest. Duriug the three months, however 
of most active grain shipments, if no check were put upon the ordering of cars 
for track loading, our equipment would be tied up in that way and the great- 
est conceivable damage done to the farming community as a class, because ex- 
perience has shown and shows daily that upon an average, from three to four 
times as much detention occurs at loading points where cars are loaded from 
teams as where they are loaded from elevators. Our motto is simply, ** The 
greatest good to the greatest number.'' This is what the law requires and pub- 
lic opinion demands. We do not discriminate against or in favor of anybody. 
Neither this company nor any officer connected with it has the slightest interest 
in any grain warehouse or elevator. We do, however, recognize the fact that 
the grain elevator is an implement without the aid of which the farmers of the 
northwest would be compelled to abandon the business of raising grain, because 
the grain could not be handled without it. No reasonably well-informed man 
thinks differently upon this point. Hence, when a deposit is required for cars 
ordered for track loading, the rule is not put in force to help the elevator, but 
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simply to ensure as quick a return of the car as possible, so that it may make 
its trips and be sent back again to haul some other man's grain. Experience 
teaches us that with elevators no penalty is necessary to ensure prompt loading 
and return of cars. 

With regard to the territorial law cited by you, permit me to say, that I 
can see nothing whatever, with which this circular is in conflict. The laws of 
the land allow every common carrier to demand pre-payment of its entire 
charges as a condition to obliging him to perform the service. Hence, when a 
car is demanded for loading on a side track, the carrier not only has a right to 
exact a small deposit as his security, but also to go beyond that and require a 
deposit of a sufficient amount to cover the entire freight upon the shipment. 

The Dakota law contains nothing whatever, depriving the railroad com- 
panies of the territory of this universal right existing in all places, and in all 
countries. This right of pre-payment the carrier can waive, in whole or in 
part as he chooses to do so. His waiver of it in favor of one man and instance 
of it as against another man is no more a subject of complaint than is the giv- 
ing of credit by a merchant to one customer and the requirement of cash pay 
ment from another. Not only has the legislature of Dakota left this right of 
demanding pre-payment in full force, but it is extremely doubtful whether it 
would be within the power of the legislature to take away or curtail that right, 
even if it should see fit to do so. 

For the foregoing reasons, we must respectfully decline to revoke the cir- 
cular to which your order refers. 

. Permit me to add that 999 out of every 1,000 cars shipped at Dakota sta- 
tions are destined for points outside of that Territory. All such shipments are 
interstate traffic and consequently beyond territorial jurisdiction. The terri- 
tory could not regulate such shipments, should it seek to do so, and I do not 
think it will ever try. 

It is needless to say that this company desires to comply with every law- 
ful and reasonable order emenating from the honorable Bailroad Commission 
of your Territory, but in the instance now under consideration, its view of its 
own rights, and of the real interests of the public, requires it to continue the 
practice which your honorable Ck)mmission has directed to be discontinued.

The suggestion in the conclusion of the above letter that the 
provisions of Sections 5 and 7 of our Railway Commission law did 
not apply in cases where the grain sought to be shipped is to be 
consigned without the territory induced this Board to seek the 
opinion of Hon. Johnson Nickeus, Attorney General, on the sub- 
ject, which he promptly, gave.

Judson LaMoure^ H, J". Rice^ and John H. King, Railway and Warehouse 

Commissioners : 

Gentlemen: In yours of Oct. 30th, 1889, you ask has the Territory power 
to enforce sections 5 and 7 of the railway commission law in cases where the 
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grain sought to be shipped is to be consigned to points without the Territory, 
in other words do those sections attempt to regulate or interfere with '^inter- 
state commerce." I am of the opinion that the sections referred to are coa- 
stitutional. They do not attempt to regulate or interfere with 'interstate 
commerce.'' Those sections were passed for the purpose of preventing 
the railroad companies from discriminating in favor of certain elevator compa- 
nies and against other buyers and shippen of grain. They deal simply with 
the manner of obtaining cars and the manner of loading grain in such cars. 
Transporting the grain and the charges therefor are in no way interferred with. 
In other words, the legislature has said there shall be^ no discrimination be- 
tween persons in getting their grain aboard the cars nor in securing the cars* 
These sections do not come within the rule laid down in State of Minnesota 
ex rel. Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners of the state of Minnesota 
against Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha K*y Co., and the cases cited 
(opinion rendered March 18, 1889) but rather under the rule laid down in the 
People vs. The Boston and Albany Railroad Co., 70 N. Y., 669; Rorer on Rail- 
roads, p. 1223; Chi. & N. W. R'y Co. vs. The People ex. rel., Hempstead, 56 111., 
365; Wheeler vs. San Francisco & A. R. R. Co., 31 Cal. 46; Burnette vs. Dut- 
ton, 10 N. H. 481. Certainly if the legislature attempted to regulate the trans- 
portation of grain or the charges therefor beyond the limits of the Territory 
such act would be void. This I contend has not been done.

At this time the jurisdiction of this commission in all of the 
St. P. M. & M. cases was cut off by the proclamation of statehood, 
and the cases were certified to the North Dakota Commission. 

Appended we give the several cases in detail. 

CASE No. 1. 
CITIZENS OF TWIN BROOKS vs. CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE 

& ST. PAUL RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The complaint in the above case, dated March 7, 1889, setting 
forth that Twin Brooks was a station on said road of much impor- 
tance, furnishing annually upwards of 100,000 bushels of wheat for 
shipment, and paying more than $10,000 per year for freight re- 
ceived, besides passenger traffic, but that said company did not 
maintain a freight and passenger- office and station agent there, 
was found in the office when the present commission assumed 
charge, May 1st, last. 

By instruction of the board, the secretary wrote the railroad 
company on May 3d, requesting that a depot and agent be supplied 
at Twin Brooks immediately. No response being received, the sec- 
retary visited Twin Brooks, to investigate the necessity for the 
relief requested, on May 30, and June Ist again wrote the company 
urging that the relief be granted. 
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June 23d Oommissioners Bice and King and Secretary Bobin- 
son, yisited Twin Brooks, to ascertain further facts in the case, and 
Commissioner King thereafter yisited the office of the Milwaukee 
company in Milwaukee, to further urge action in the matter. On 
July 20th, the request was granted, and passenger and freight 
offices with agent was established in Twin Brooks, and the people 
there have ever since been receiving the privileges of a comfortable 
station, with agent and telegraph operator, and are highly pleased. 

CASE No. 2. 

BOSS A. PABK8, et al, OF LILT CLABK COUNTY, vs. 
CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE & ST. PAUL BAIL WAT CO. 

The stations of Butler and Bradley on the said railroad are 
fourteen miles apart; petitioners reside midway between the above 
stations and ask for a siding. The railroad company refused to 
construct such siding on request of the petitioners, and also upon 
the request of this commission. 

This case was considered at the meeting of the commission 
held May 23 and 24, and some doubt existing as to the power of 
the commission to peremptorily order a siding constructed, the 
question was submitted to the attorney general, who gave it as his 
opinion that section 6 of the grain and warehouse law, which pro- 
vides that the owner of any mill or warehouse at any station on the 
line, or at the termination of any railroad, may construct a side 
track from such mill or warehouse to said line of railroad, and 
make the connection thereto, does not authorize the commission to 
peremptorily order a siding at a point on the line of a railroad not 
at a station already established, or at the termination of said rail- 
road. 

There being no village, only a post-office, and the compcmy 
urging the business insufficient at this time, no further action was 
deemed advisable this season, and the applicants were so notified. 

CASE NO 3. 

E. M. COATES, OF TANKTON, vs. CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE 
AND SAINT PAUL BAILWAT COMPANT. 

At Tankton, a T or transfer track between the C, M. & St. 
Paul By. Company and the Chicago & Northwestern By. Company 
has existed for some time. Petitioner claims that the C, M. & St, 
Paul Co. refused to switch cars of freight consigned to him over the 
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C. & N. W. Ey. and by the latter company placed npon said trans- 
fer track. The petition, dated May 9th, was addressed to Chairman 
Lamoure, and on May 21st, he, with the secretary, met Supt. Bell, 
of the Milwaukee road, at Yankton, and the matter was satisfactor- 
ily adjusted same date, since which time there has been no com- 
plaint. 

0A8E NO 4. 

lEA A. BARNES, et al TOEKTON, DAK., vs. MILWAUKEE, 
SAINT PAUL & SAULT STE. MAEIE EAILWAY COM- 
PANY. 

The facts in this case are in every way similar to Parks vs. C, 
M. & St. P. Ey. Co., supra, and the same disposition was made of it. 

CASE NO 5. 

CITIZENS OF WATEETOWN vs. CHICAGO & NOETH- 
WESTEEN, BUELINGTON, CEDAE EAPIDS & NOETH- 
EEN, MINNEAPOLIS & SAINT LOUIS, SAINT PAUL, 
MINNEAPOLIS & MANITOBA COMPANIES. 
June 11th, 1889, the citizens of Watertewn petitioned the com- 
mission to secure transfer or '' Ys' " connecting the various railroads 
centering there. The petition was considered at the meeting held 
* June 20th, and a request was sent to each of the companies that 
such transfer tracks be constructed. Immediately thereafter the 
C. & N. W. and the B., C. E. & N. railway companies complied 
with the request by constructing a transfer track connecting the 
yards of the Dakota Central and W. & St P. Division of the C. & 
N. W., and the B.. C. E. & N., M. & St. L. and W. & L. K. Ey's- 
The St. P., M. & M. Ey. did not comply at once, but later in the 
season an arrangement was made by which cars could be trans- 
ferred from the 'Manitoba' to the other railwavs over the tracks of 
standard Oil Company, thus completing the connection of all the 
yards of the. several roads. 

CASE NO 6. 

O. EUDD, vs. NOETHEEN PACIFIC EAILWAY COMPANY. 

The N. P. Ey. runs through complainant's farm at Sheldon, 
separating his barn-yards from his pastures. Petitioner asks that 
the railway company be compelled to construct cattle guards across 
or under railway for the accommodation of his stock. 
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June 8th, receipt of complaint was acknowledged and a letter 
addressed to the N. P. Company urging compliance with Mr. 
Budd's request and citing the provisions of the compiled laws as 
follows: 

"Sec. 3017. When any person owns land on both sides of any 
railroad, the corporation owning such railroad, shall, when re- 
quested so to do, make and keep in good repair one causeway or 
other safe and adequate means of crossing same." 

Hearing nothing further from Mr. Kudd we suppose the rtiat- 
ter was attended to to his satisfaction. 

CASE NO 7. 

H. O. JACOBSHAGAN vs, SAINT PAUL, MINNEAPOLIS & 

MANITOBA BAIL WAT COMPANY. 

June 23d, H. O. Jacobshagan, at Willow Lakes, Clark Co , 
complained that he was desirous of building a large elevator on 
the line of the St. P., M. & M. Ey., but that that company declined 
to grant him a site for such building. 

Upon request of this board, such site was given to the satis- 
faction of Mr. Jacobshagan. 

CASE No. 8. 

G. A. GALLOWAY, DELL RAPIDS, vs CHICAGO, MILW AU- * 
KEE & ST. PAUL RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Petitioner asked that railway company be compelled to con- 
struct a switch or spur to his mill, at the expense of the company. 
Section 6 of the railroad commission law provides that such spur 
tracks may be constructed by owners of mills and warehouses, and 
that railway companies are only bound to give them a connection 
with their tracks where such spur has been constructed at the 
expense of millman. 

Petitioner was so notified. 

CASE No. 9. 

N. P. EEED, et al, HENRY, vs. CHICAGO & NORTHWEST- 
ERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Mr. Reed and other citizens of Henry complained that owing 
to excessive rates on coal that dealers in Henry were unable to 
handle that article. The fact being that coal was carried from 
Duluth to Watertown ^or $3.00 per ton, but that the rate on the 
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same coal to Henry, 18 miles farther west, was $4.00 per ton; hence 
it was cheaper for the people of Henry to buy coal in Watertown 
and transport it to their homes by team, than to pay the freight 
rates charged. 

This matter was brought by the commission to the personal 
attention of Mr. H. C. Garvin, General Traveling Freight Agent of 
said road, and Mr. E. J. Foster, General Northwestern Freight 
Agent, who were unable to aflPord any relief, representing that no 
alteration in the rate could be made this year; therefore the follow- 
ing letter was addressed by the board to General Manager Hughitt: 

Watertown, Dak., Oct, 28, 1889. 
Hon, Marvin Hughitt, Oen, Man^g'r, Chicago, III, : 

Drab Sir:— Citizens of the village of Henry, on the Dakota Central Divis- 
ion of your road, 18 miles west of Watertown, complain of the excessive charges 
on hard coal from Duluth to their station. The matter has been brought to 
the attention of your Mr. E. J. Foster and Mr. H. C. Garvin, who explain that 
the Henry rate is made by adding to the through rate from Duluth to Water- 
town the Henry local, but do not offer any relief. 

Referring to your schedule No. 3196, your hard coal rate Duluth to Water- 
town is $3 00; the local Watertown to Henry is $1.00, making the Henry rate 
$4.00. The result is that Henry dealers are unable to handle hard coal at all, 
but that the people of that locality buy their coal in Watertown and transport 
it to their homes by team, and this coal is largely hauled into Watertown over 
other lines of road, so that by reason of your excessive rate you are deprived 
of a large amount of carrying; for with a reasonable rate from Duluth to Henry 
you would get the haul for the entire distance for the whole business. 

Again, referring to No. 3,198, we find that you have carried your Huron 
rate, $3.75, up the James River Valley Division to the towns of Hitchcock and 
Crandon, towns that are located as to Huron and Duluth, competing lines, as 
Henry is to Watertown and same lines. Why cannot you do for Henry what 
you have done for Hitchcock and Crandon, and again, why cannot you gradu- 
ate the Watertown rate up along the D. C. Division to meet the Crandon rate 
at Redfield, thus giving the intervening towns the benefit of a Duluth rate? 
We recognize that the adoption of this latter suggestion would cut off your 
long haul on Chicago coal to some of these stations, but that reason does not 
reach to the case of Henry, for her people will not take the Eastern coal any- 
way but will buy Duluth coal in Watertown, if they cannot secure a better rate 
over your line.

This request was at once granted and the Watertown rate, 
$3.00, was carried out to Henry and the Chicago rate was also cut 
down from $3.75 to $3.25. 
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CASE NO. 10. 

FAEMEBS' ELEVATOB CO., OF LIDGEBWOOD, vs. ST. 

PAUL MINNEAPOLIS & MANITOBA BT CO. 

The above was probably the most important case coming before 
the Commission. Its history is briefly as follows: 

The complainant company failing to secare a satisfactory 
warehouse site on the right of way of the Eailway Company, 
erected its elevator a short distance from the tracks on private 
ground and constructed a spur track from said elevator to the 
tracks of said company, under the provisions of Section 6 of the 
Bailway Commission law, and applied to the company for a track 
connection. This was refused. Complaint was lodged with this 
Commission and on September 13th this board by letter requested 
the said Eailway Company to permit said connection to be made. 
No response being made to this request, it was repeatad on Sep- 
tember 29th and October 2d. The company still failing to respond 
it was renewed on October 9th, and on the 10th the following per- 
emptory order was made and served upoD said company:

We received no response to our several communications to Mr. 
Lippett and therefore conclude that he secured satisfactory car 
service from the company.

October 7th, H. L. Loucks called the attention of the board to 
a paragraph from a letter from Mr. Fleming in which he said: 
" The railroad agent here has orders to give no cars to track ship- 
pers, so that I am barred from buying and shipping on my own 
account." The board immediately addressed Mr. Fleming asking 
particulars. October 11th, Mr. Fleming replied, giving full par- 
ticulars of the failure of the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
Company to furnish him curs for track shipping.

76 RAILROAD commissioners' REPORT 



Law Relating to Railroads and Warehouses 

and Establishing a Board of Railroad 

Commissioners for Dakota. 



An act to amend an act entitled: ''An act to provide for the establishment 
of a Board of Railroad (Commissioners, defining; their duties, to regnlate the 
receiying and transportation of Freight on Bailroads in this Territory." 
Passed at the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Dakota, and 
approved March 6, 1885. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Dakota: 

That chapter 126 of the General Laws of the Territory of Dakota, passep 
at the Sixteenth Legislative Aesembly of the Territory of Dakota, and ap- 
proved March 6, 1885, being: ''An act to provide for the establishment of a 
Board of Bailroad (Commissioners; defining their duties, and to regulate the 
receiving and transportation of freight on railroads in this territory,'' be, and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Seotion 1. The governor with the advice and consent of the Oouncil, 
shall biennially appoint three competent persons, who shall constitute a board 
of railroad commissioners, and who shall hold their office for the term of two 
years from the first of April next after such appointment. 

The governor shall by appointment fill any vacancy caused by death, re- 
moval or resignation; said commissioners shall hold their office until their 
successors are duly appointed and qualified. Said commissioners shall be se- 
lected so nearly as practicable one from the southern, one from the cent^i^ and 
one from the northern part of the territory. 

Sec. 2. No person shall be qualified to hold the office of railroad com- 
missioner who is the owner of bonds or stock, in any railroad company, or who 
is in the employment of, or in any manner pecuniarily interested in any rail- 
road, or in any railroad corporation, public warehouse or elevator. 

Sec 3. Said commissioners shall have general supervision of all railroads 
in this territory, and all freight and passenger transportation and traffic 
thereon, or connected therewith, and shall enquire into any neglect or viola- 
tion of the laws of the territory by any railroad company, its officers, agents or 
employees doing bu'siness therein ; and shall, from time to time, carefully ex- 
amine and inspect the condition of each railroad in the territory : and all rail- 
way stations and passenger and freight depots and buildings, and the conduct 
and management of such railroads, with reference to the safety and convenience 
of the public, and the carrying into effect the provisions of this act. 

Seo. 4. Such commissioners and their secretary, shall have the right of 
passing, in the discharge of their official duties, on all railroads and passenger 
railroad trains in the territory free of charge. 

Sec. 5. Any railroad company doing business in this territory, when re- 
quested by any person wishing to ship grain on its road, shall receive and 
transport such grain in bulk, and permit the same to be loaded either on its 
track adjacent to its depot, or at any warehouse or side track, at any station, 
without discrimination or distinction, as to the manner or condition in which 
such grain is offered for transportation, or as to the person, corporation, ware- 
house, elevator or place where or to which it may be consigned ; and shall re- 
ceive the same in car load lots, from wagons, sleighs or other vehicles, on their 
side tracks at any station, the same as when offered from warehouses or eleva- 
tors, allowing a reasonable time for loading them, and for the purpose of load- 
ing the same, shall place the cars inconvenient places, easy of access by wagon, 
or sleiighs or other vehicles, and shall after the same have been loaded, whether 
at side track, elevator, warehouse or depot, without unnecessary delay, proceed 
to ship the same to the place where the same is consigned. 
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Sec. 6. It shall be lawful for the owner or owners of any elevator, ware- 
house or mill at any station on the line or at the termination of any railroad 
in this territory, to construct from such elevator, warehouse or mill a railroad 
track to the track of any railroad company, and to connect with the same by 
switch at his or their own expense, and it shall be the duty of any such railroad 
company to allow such connection. Such side track and switch shall at all 
times be under the control and management of and kept in repair by such rail- 
road company ; provided, that the party for whose benefit such side track and 
switch shall be constructed, shall pay to such railroad company the actual cost 
of maintaining such side track and switch, which payment shall be made 
monthly ; and in case such payment shall not be made as provided, then and 
in that case the obligations of this section upon said railroad companies shall 
from and thereafter cease and be inoperative as against them, until such costs 
and expenses are fully paid. 

Seo. 7. When any railroad company doing business in this territory shall 
be unable, from any reasonable cause to furnish cars at any railway station, or 
side track in accordance with demands made by all persons demanding cars at 
such station or side track for tbe shipment of a car load lot or lots of freight, 
SUCH cars as are furnished shall be divided daily as equally as may bo among 
the applicants until each shipper shall have received one car, when tbe balance 
shall be divided ratably to each shipper in proportion to the amount of daily 
receipts of grain or other freight, or to the amount of grain offered at such 
station or side track ; provided that every application made in good faith on 
an earlier day shall be filled before supplying any car to any applicant of a 
succeeding day. 

Seo. 8. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company doing business in 
this territory to charge or receive any greater compensation for the transporta- 
tion of passengers of like kind, or class, or quantity of property under sub- 
stantially similar circumstances or conditions, for a shorter than for a longer 
distance over the same line in the same direction, the shorter being included in 
the longer distance ; but this shall not be construed as authorizing any railroad 
company to charge or receive as great compensation for tne shorter as for the 
longer distance, aod no such railroad company shall charge, demand or receive 
from any person, company or corporation for the transportation of passengers 
or property a greater sum than it shall at the same time demand, charge or re- 
ceive from any other person, company or corporation for a like service from the 
same place ; it shall be unlawful for any such railroad company, directly or in- 
directly, by any special rate, rebate, drawback or other device, to charge, collect 
or receive from any person, company or corporation, a greater or less compen- 
sation for any service rendered, or to be rendered, in the transportation of per- 
sons or property than it charges, demands, collects or receives from any other 
person, company or corporation for doing for him or them a like or contempo- 
raneous service in the transportation of like kind of traffic under substalitially 
similar circumstances and conditions. 

Seo. 9. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any 
person, company or corporation, an unreasonable price for the transportation 
of property, or for the hauling or storage of freight, or for the uee of its cars 
or for any privilege or service afforded by it in the transaction of its business, 
as a railroad company, and shall not demand the payment of freight beyond 
tbe point to wbich the goods or property is consigned by the shipper. 

Seo. 10. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company subject to the 
provisions of this act, to enter into any contract, agreement or combination 
with any other railroad company or companies, for the division or pooling bus- 
iness of different and competing railroads, or to divide between them the ag- 
gregate or net proceeds of the earnings of such railroads or any portion there- 
of, and in case of an agreement for the pooling of their business as aforesaid, 
each day of its continuance shall be a separate offense. 

Sec. 11. And in all cases where any line of railroad shall cross or intersect 
any other line of railroad in this territory, it shall be the duty of the railroad 
companies owning or operating such crossing or intersecting railroad lines, 
within si^ty (60) days after being required by the order of the railroad commis- 
sioners unto them delivered, to provide at such crossing or intersection suitable 
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and sufficient facilities for transferring cars, and for accommodating and trans- 
ferring passengers and traffic of all kinds or classes from one such line of rail- 
road U> the other, and to afford equal and reasonable facilities for the inter- 
change of cars, and traffic between their respective lines ; provided, however, 
that no depot, building or station house shall be required where' or within one 
mile of which, there shall not then be a village or settlement containing at 
least one hundred inhabitants and a postoffice. The cost of constructing, 
maintaining and operating all facilities and structures required hj this section, 
or by any such order, shall be borne equally between the railroad companies 
owning or operating such intersecting lines. 

Seo, 12. Any consignee, or person entitled to receive the delivery of 
f reigh t shipped to him in car load lots, by any railroad company, shall have 
twenty-four hours free of expense after notice of arrival by the company to the 
consignee or person entitled to receive the same in which to remove the same 
from the cars of such railroad company, which said twenty-four hours shall 
be held to embrace such time as tl^e car containing such property, is placed 
and kept by such railroad company in a convenient and proper place for un- 
loading. And it shall not be held to be in a proper place for unloading unless 
it can be reached with teams or other suitable means for removing the proper- 
ty from the cars and reasonably convenient to the depot of the company which 
it is accustomed to receive and unload merchandise consigned to that station 
or place. 

Sec. 13. Every railroad company, subject to the provisions of this act, 
shall within sixty days after this act shall take effect print and keep for public 
inspection, schedules showing the classification, rates, fares and charges for the 
transportation of passengers and property of all kinds and elapses, wbich such 
company has established and which are in force at the time upon its railroad- 
The schedule shidl plainly state the places upon its railroad, between which 
pEissengers and property will be carried, and shall contain classifications of 
freight in force upon the lines of such railroads, a distance tariff, and a table 
of intersection distances, and shall also state separately the terminal charges, 
and any rules and or regulations which in any wise change, affect or determine 
any part of the aggregate of such rates aforesaid, fares and charges. Such 
schedules shall be printed in large type, and copies for the use of the public 
shall be kept in every depot or station upon any such railroad, in such place 
and in such form, that they can be conveniently inspected. And in cases where 
passengers or freight pass over Udcs or roads operated by more than one rail- 
road company, and the several companies operating such railway lines, estab- 
lish joint schedules of rates, fares ,charges or olassification for such lines or 
roads, such rates, fares, charge? or classification shall be print^ and kept in 
each station of such railroad lines or routes, the same as though such lines 
were owned or operated by a single railroad. 

Sbo. 14. No change in the classification shall be made in the rates, fares 
or charges, which have been established and published as aforesaid, by any 
railroad company in compliance with the requirements of section 15, except 
after ten days publication by posting in stations, which notice shall plainly 
state the changes proposed to be made m the schedules then in force, and the 
time when the changed schedule shall go into effect, and the proposed changes 
shall be shown by printing new schedules or shall be plainly indicated upon 
the schedule in force at the time and kept for public inspection. And when 
any railroad company shall have established and published its classifications, 
rates, fares or charges in compliance herevrith, it shall be unlawful for such 
company to charge, demand, collect or receive from any person, company or 
corporation a greater or less compensation for the transportation of persons or 
property, or for any service in' connection therewith, than is specific in such 
publish^ schedule or classification, rates, fares or charges, as may at the time 
be in force. 

Sbo. 15. It shall be the duty of any railroad commissioner to personally 
investigate and ascertain whether the provisions of this act are violated by any 
railroad company and to visit the various lines of each railroad for that pur- 
pose abtoften as practicable, a^ Whenever :he facts in any mameF aseertamed 
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by said commisBioners whether by personal investigation or by petition or com- 
plaint of any citizen of the territory, shall in their judf^ment warrant snoh 
prosecution it shall be the duty of said commissioners to immediately cause 
suit to be commenced and prosecuted against any railroad company who may 
yiolate the provisions of this act. 

Any injured person, firm, corporation or association, or any mercantile, ag- 
ricultural or any manufacturing society or any body politic, or municipal cor- 
poration or organization, may make complaint to such railroad commissioners 
of the violation of any of the provisions of this act by any railroad company, 
and if it appears upon investigation of the charges contained in said complaint 
that there is any reason to believe that said railroad company has violated any 
of the provisions of this act and thereby injured the complainant, it uhall be 
the duty of said commissioners to institute action against such offending rail- 
road company. 

Sec. 16. All such suits and prosecutions may be instituted in any county 
in this territory through or into which the line of the railroad company violat- 
ing the act may extend, and no such suit commenced by said railroad commis- 
sioners shall be dismissed except by the consent of the said commissioners and 
the attorney general. 

Sec. 17. The attorney general of the Territory of Dakota, shall be ex- 
ofiicio attorney for said railroad commissioners and shall give them such coun- 
cil and advice as they may from time to time require, and it shall be his duty 
to institute and prosecute all actions ^hich said commissioners may deem 
proper, and he shall render to such railroad commissioners all counsel, advice 
and assistance which they may require in carrying out the provisions of this 
act, or any law of this territory. And the said attorney general may, if he sees 
fit, call upon the district attorney of the county in which an action is pending 
and prosecuted by the said attorney general as herein provided, to assist in such 
county in the prosecution of said action therein, and when so called upon it 
shall be the duty of said district attorney to render proper and necessary as- 
sistance in the prosecution thereof. 

Sec. 18. Said actions shall be prosecuted in the name of the Territory of 
Dakota, and the trial thereof be conducted in all respects the same as prosecu- 
tions in civil actions except that the verdict of the jury shall be '* guilty" or 
*^ not guilty,." and except further, that several distinct and separate causes of 
action may be prosecuted in the same action under separate counts, and a sep- 
arate verdict may be required upon each count. 

Seo. 19. Ail costs and expenses connected with the trial of actions prose- 
cuted in the name of the Territory of Dakota under the provisions of this act, 
shall be paid and defrayed by the Territory of Dakota, and all fines collected 
hereunder shall be paid into the treasury of said territory. An itemized state- 
ment of the costs and expenses of each action shall be made by the said attor* 
ney general, and when duly verified by him and approved by the trial judge, 
shall be presented to the territorial auditor, whoshali make and deliver to eiudi 
person entitled thereto a warrant upon the treasurer of the territory for the 
amount due him as per the said statement, which shall be paid as other 
warrants. 

Sbg. 20. Any railroad company found guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be fined in a sum not less than $1,000 or more than 
$10,000. to which shall be added the costs of aiction, and each day's refusal or 
neglect of any railroad company to do or perform ony act required by this act 
to be done, and each day's commission of any act or thing prohibited by this 
act, shall be taken to be a separate offense, and such railroad company may be 
prosecuted and convicted for each day's offense separately, and the conviction 
thereof shall not be a bar to the prosecution and conviction of the same offense 
on any other day. 

SBa 21. Such conviction or fine, or the payment of any fine shall not op- 
erate as, or be a bar to the prosecution of such railroad company by any person, 
company or corporation sustaining damage by reason of the violation of any 
of the provisions of this act, but in addition thereto any parson, <sompany or 
corporation suffering, or^ustainiug any damage by reavQu or fiUQhfTiplation by 
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any railroad oompaDy, may maintain an action in his or their owh name and 
b^alf against such company, and in case of a recovery the court shall assess 
treble damage against such offending railroad company, in favor of the party 
suffering sach damage or injury. 

Seo. 22. In addition to the foregoing actions, such railroad companies shall 
be subject to all actions in equity or chancery now cognizable in the courts of 
this territory, upon a proper showing. 

Sbo. 23. The said railroad commissioners shall, on or before the first Mon- 
day of December of each year, make a report to the governor of their doings 
for the preceding year, containing such facts, statements and explanations as 
will disclose the workings of the system of railroad transportation in this ter- 
ritory, and its relation to the general business and prosperity of the citizens of 
this territory, and such suggestions and recoiomendations in respect thereto as 
may to them seem appropriate. Said report shall also contain as to every rail- 
road company doing business in this territory. 

1. The amount of its capital stock. 

2. The amount of its preferred, if any, and the amount of its preferment. 

3. The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

4. The amount of its floating debt. 

5. The cash and present value of its road and equipment in this territory, 
including permanent way, buildings and rolling stock, all real estate used ex- 
clusively in operating the road and fixtures and conveniences for transacting 
its business. 

6. The estimated cash value of all property owned by such railroad com- 
pany in this territory, with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted 
in aid of its construction. 

7. The number of acres situated in this territory originally granted in aid 
of the construction of its said road, by the United States or by this territory. 

8. Numbner of acres of said land remaining unsold. 

9. A list of the officers and directors, with their respective places of 
residence. 

10 Such statistics of the road and of the transportation and business for 
the year, within this territory, as may in the judgment of the commissioners be 
necessary and proper for the information of the Legislative Assembly, or as 
may be required by the governor. Such report shall exhibit and refer to the 
condition of the railroad company on the first day of July of such year, and 
the details of its transportation business transacted during the year ending 
June 30. 

11. The average amount of tonnage that can be carried over each road 
within the territory with one engine of given power. 

Seo. 24. To enable such commissioners to make such report, the president 
or managing oificer of each railroad company doing business in this territory 
shall annually make to the said commissioners on the fifteenth day of the month 
of September, such returns in the form which they may prescribe, as will afford 
the information required for their said official report. Sach official returns 
shall be verified by the oath of the officer making them, and any railroad cor- 
poration, where returns shall not be made as herein prescribed by the fifteenth 
day of September, shall be liable to the penalty prescribed in this act. 

Seo. 25. All questions arising in the action of the said railroad commis- 
sioners shall be d^^cided and determined by a majority vote. 

Sec. 26. The term '* railroad company" contained in this act, shall be 
deemed and taken to mean all corporations, companies or individuals now own- 
ing or operating, or which may hereafter own, or operate any railroad in whole 
or in part, in this territory, and the provisions of this act shall apply to all per- 
sons, firms and corporations, and ail associations and persons, whether incor- 
porated or otherwise, that shall do business as common carriers upon any of 
the lines of railroads m this territory, except street railways, the same as to 
• ** railroad companies*' hereinbefore mentioned. 

Seo. 17. The said commissioners shall hold their office at such place as 
they shall determine. Thay shall each receive a salary of $2,0U0, to be paid as 
the salaries of the other territorial officers are paid, and shall be provided, at

the expense of the territory, with necessary office furniture and stationery, and 
they shall have authority to appoint a secretary, who shall receive a salary of 
$1,500 per annum. 

Sec. 28. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage 
and approval.
